Brother-in-Law of Sikestonian Began Research 
That Led to Startling Dental World Discovery 


Nearly half a century ago—46 
years to be exact — a young den­ 
tist in Colorado, his curiosity piqu­ 
ed by the prevalence of peculiarly 
spotted teeth, began a research 
that eventually led to one of the 
most startling discoveries in the 
dental wcrld. Plain, ordinary drink­ 
ing water from 
a 
public water 
supply otherwise la b elled safe for 
human consumption could contain 
an element that would cause teeth 
to stain and spot but, this same 
element, 
if 
properly 
controlled 
could cut tooth decay to a degree 
almost unbelievable. 
Dr. F. S. McKay, of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., brother-in-law to 
Koger Bailey came into Sike.stm 
this week for a visit and while 
here discussed, at length, the m ar­ 
vel ( S’ fluoridation of water as r 
means to decrease tooth decay in 
children. 
Mottled Enamel 
It was Dr. McKay who launched 
the research 46 years ago that es­ 
tablished the fact it was fluoride 
in the water that was causing spot­ 
ted teeth or. as it is known pro­ 
fessionally, “ mottled enam el” but 
it was not until 1931 that a che 
mist. H. V. Churchill, discovered 
that the fluoride caused “mottled 
enam el” . 


It would seem only natural that

WASHINGTON W — Missouri 
would get $24,338,600 annually in 
expanded federal aid for highways 
proposed in a bill passed by the 
Senate and House Wednesday and 
sent to the White House. 
The highway aid is divided into 
two general classifications-monev 
to be used on

money to be used on interstate 
roads. 
Missouri would get $19,643,000 in 
state-road money and $4,695,000 in 
interstate-road funds. 
The bill would authorize spend­ 
ing of a total of 966 mOlm" 
liars 
:-i the fiscal year * cgmmi.u July 
1, 
1955. 
A c t u a l appropriations 
would have to be made later. 
The state-road funds would be 
supplied on a 50-50 fi deral-state 
matching basis and would be al­ 
located within a state according to 
this formula: 45 per cent for p ri-’ 
mary, 30 per cent fcr secondary 
and 25 per cent for urban roads. 
The federal-state matching form­ 
ula on interstate roads is 60-40

Began 21 Years Ago 


The Reynolds tulip garden was 
launched 21 years ago when Mrs. 
Reynolds, who died about It years 
ago. suggested to Clabe Reynolds 
they start it 
So they ordered 30 
bulbs from Holland and when the 
! order arrived discovered a ‘bonus’ 
bulb had been included. F r o m 
these original 31 bulbs the tulip 
garden has been expanded into an 
assembly of thousands of plants. 
Walking through the long rows 
of tulip beds the variety of colors 
and types is bewildering. Red tu­ 
lips, yellow tulips in every shade 
of tint: white ones and black ones 
nod gaily across the walkways at 
their neighbors. 
There are bids of the old-fash­ 
ioned solid colored tulips such as 
the Queen of the North and the 
Louis

specimens of the newest flowers 
produced in the famous Holland 
gardens. Nam e your favorite color

case. In common with the group 
of people who arc 
“ agin" 
most 
anything new or revolutionary flu­ 
oridation of public water supplies 
roused long and acrimonious dis­ 
putes. 
But fluoridation cf w a t e r is 
spreading surely throughout the 
nation because of the proven facts 
gathered by exhaustive and care­ 
ful studies 
in 
every 
community 
where it has been installed and. 
in the course of time, it is pro­ 
bably that even Missouri - 
one 
of the four of five states in the 
nation which have no communities 
using fluoridation — will fall into 
line. 
The first city to go in for fluo­ 
ridation of its public water supply 
was Grand Rapids, Mich . in May 
of 1945: Newburgh. 
N. 
Y. 
and 
Cheybeygan. Wis.. w e r e second 
and third followed by Evanston. 
111.; 
Brantford 
Ontario, 
Canada 
and Lewiston. Idaho. 
These were, it might be said, 
the pioneer demonstration plants 
in the nation and the results have 
been startling because 
in every 
single one of these communities 
constant 
and 
repeated 
surveys 
have proved that the reduction of 
dental decay in children’s teeth — 
children who were born at or a- 
bout the time of the installation 
of fluoridation and who had drunk 
only fluoridated water — dropped 
from 12 to 16 decayed, filled or 
lost teeth 
per person 
to 
about 
three per person and about 35 per 
cent of the natives of fluoride com ­ 
munities never had any tooth de­ 
cay at all. 
950 Communities 
Up to within the past month this 
small group of pioneers in fluo­ 
ridation has grown‘until now there 
are nore than 950 communities in 
the United States and fluoridation 
cf water supplies has been started 
in 
Norway, 
Germany, 
parts of 
South America and Puerto Rica 
and the system is under careful 
study in England. 
It was the records of survey 
and checks of these towns that, in­ 
s t a l l e d fluoridation that decided the 
United States Public Health Serv­ 
ice, the American Dental Associa­ 
tion and the American Medical As­ 
sociation and many other organi­ 
zations concerned w-ith the health 
and welfare of the public to en­ 
dorse fluoridation. 
Fluoridation of water. Dr McKay 
explained, is the addition of fluo­ 
ride tc the public water supplv 
This is added to the water at the 
rate of one part fluoride to one 
million parts of water or, in every­ 
day language, about one drop of 
fluoride tc 17 gallons of water. The 
method is to install specially de­ 
signed mechanical dispensers that 
regulate the addition of the fluo­ 
ride to exactly what it should be 
and while the initial cost of the 
machinery is fairly high, after it 
is installed the cost per person is 
less that ten cents a year. Com- 
nared to the cost of work necessi­ 
tated by decayed teeth, the fluo­ 
ridation cost is nothing. 
Fluoride is a combination of flu­ 
orine and some other chemical— 
for use in water usually sodium. 
It is tasteless, harmless when pro­ 
perly added to the water, and, as 
stated is tremendous in its effect 
on children's teeth. 
It was discovered 
by the 
re­ 
search that wherever some form 
of fluoride was present in a w ater 
supply the rate of dental decay a- 
mong the natives using the w ater 
supply 
was 
extremely low' 
and 
where it has been mechanically 
added it has resulted in a spect- 
ular reduction in the amount of 
dental decay in children. 
But going back to the original 
studies — by careful investigations 
it was found that the condition of 
“ mottled enam el” that had excit­ 
ed Dr. McKay’} curiosity, existed 
not only in Colorado Springs but 
in every other community where 
the natives used water that had 
fluoride m it. It was. found that 
in every case where there was flu­ 
oride in the water the rate» of den­ 
tal decay among the natives was 
extremely 
low. 
In 
communities 
where the water supply contained 
no fluoride the rate of decay ran 
from 12 to 16 teeth per person and 
where fluoride was used this rate 
dropped to as low as 3 per person. 
Too Much Fluoride 
It was discovered that the re a ­ 
son for the “ mottled enam el” was 
that there was too much fluoride 
in the water and that when the 
proportion reached two parts per 
million while the rate of decay di­ 
minished, the spotted teeth did a p ­ 
pear. Evidence proved 
that one 
nart of sodium fluoride to a mil­ 
lion parts of water would success­ 
fully halt tooth decay and would 
not spot the teeth. 
The proposal to fluoridate the pub 
lie water supply has been brought 
up in St 
Louis but. as yet, no 
action has been taken it ha- also 
been discussed by some civic clubs 
in Sikeston 
Dr. McKay believes it is a pro­ 
cess that should be just as much a 
part of a city’s water supply as 
chlorination, filtering, etc and that 
it i; onlv a matter of time until 
it will be common practice every­ 
where.

And, it said, Cohn “in the pres­ 
ence ot and w'ith the consent of 
Sen. M cCarthy” warned Secretary 
of the Army Robert T. Stevens 
and John G. Adams, the A rm y’s 
general counsel, that their cooper­ 
ation or lack of it could have a 
bearing on the subcommittee’s in­ 
vestigations of Reds in the Army. 
On this score the document said 
that in a meeting with Stevens and 
Adams on or about last Nov. 6 
Cohn and Francis P. Carr, the sub­ 
committee’s chn f of staff, in Mc­ 
C arthy’s presence requested a spe­ 
cial assignment for Schine, a for­ 
mer colleague.

Industry Shows 
Less Production 
Than Year Ago 


Preliminary Estimates 
Reveal 9 Per Cent 
Decline tor March 


WASHINGTON W — The Presi­ 
dent's economic advisers reported 
today that preliminary estim ates 
show 
industrial 
p r o d u c t i o n 
declined slightly in March, to a 
point about 9 per cent less than a 
year before. 
The slight further drop in pro­ 
duction continuing a trend that set 
in last August, brought the Federal 
Reserve Board’s index of industrial 
production, seasonally adjusted, to 
123, the White House Council of 
Economic Advisers said.

Less Production 
Than Year Ago 


Prelim inary Estimates 
Reveal 9 Per Cent 
Decline for M arch 


WASHINGTON Im — The Presi­ 
dent's economic advisers reported 
today that preliminary estimates 
show 
industrial 
p r o d u c t i o n 
declined slightly in March, to a 
point about 9 per cent less than a 
I year before. 
The slight further drop in pro­ 
duction continuing a trend that set 
in last August, brought the Federal 
Reserve Board’s index of industrial 
I production, seasonally adjusted, to 
123, the White House Council of 
Economic Advisers said. 
That meant that production of 
the nation's mines and factories in 
March was 23 per cent more than 
the average of production in the 
three years 1947 through 1949. 
Monthly Collection 


This month’s index figure came 
out in the Council’s monthly collec­ 
tion of economic indicators pre­ 
pared for the Joint Congressional 
Committee on the Economic Re­ 
port. This report did not give pro­ 
duction without seasonal adjust- 
i ment. 
The economic advisers also re­ 
ported that the gross national prod- 
! uct—the total dollar value of th*? 
nation's production of all goods 
and services—in the first quarter 
cf this year dropped off to an esti­ 
mated rate of 359 billion dollars a 
year.

His West Point exams in a M is­ 
souri courthouse led to the nation’s 
highest military post.

Floyd ( ’. Shoemaker, Secretary 
From ;i Linn county farm to the 
nation’s highest m ilitary post, this 
Missourian rose to save his coun­ 
try in time ot peril. Do you know 
his name? 
1. W here was his boyhood home? 
A. He was born near Laclede in 
1880, son of a section boss on the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph railroad. 
At 18 he obtained a certificate to 
teach in a nearby school for $35 
per month, saving his money to 
pay his way through two summer 
•***.sions 
at 
th** 
State 
Normal 
School at K irksville. 
2. When did he begin his m ili­ 
tary career? 
A. He was ambitious for a col­ 
lege education and when he heard 
that examinations for West Point 
were to be given at the old court­ 
house at Trenton, he applied. The 
nation gained a future great gen- 


, eral when he came out first in the 
examination, with a one-point lead 
over his nearest 
competitor. 
At 
W est Point the young Missouri ca- 
i det attained the highest m ilitary 
honors 
awarded 
and 
graduated 
with the class of 186(j. 
3. How did he first win notice? 
A. His first job as an army of­ 
ficer was a tour of duty in the 
Southwest, where he pursued the 
Indian leader Geronimo. He was a 
m ilitary instructor at the U n ive r­ 
sity ol Nebraska during 1891-95. 
He served with the cavalry in the 
Santiago campaign in Cuba in 1898 
and gained the nickname “ Black 
Ja ck .” 


Later, he tired of a Washington 
desk job and asked for transfer to 
the Philippines, where he led suc­ 
cessful expeditions against the in ­ 
surgents 
and 
Moros, 
1900-1903. 
For his distinguished work in tne 
Moro campaign and as observer in 
the Russo-Japanese W ar, President 
Theodore Roosevelt in 1906 per­ 
sonally 
promoted 
him 
in 
rank 
from captain to brigadier general. 
4. W hat work brought his great­ 
est fame? 


A. In 1916 he was in charge of 
United States troops sent to M ex­ 
ico in pursuit of the bandit leader 
Villa. His skillful management of 
the delicate international situation 
with M exico brought him fame. In 
M ay, 1917, he was selected to com­ 
mand the Am erican Expeditionary 
forces in Europe. G iven the rank
